A couple of years ago, Jason 
Wang graduated from Wash¬ 
ington University in St. Louis 
with a bachelor’s degree in 
business. 

At the moment, he is dish¬ 
ing out spicy hand-cut rice 
noodles in a narrow storefront 
in the East Village and seems 
pretty thrilled about his career 
path. Xi’an Famous Foods, 
where Wang toils six days a 
week, started in 2006 as a tiny 
basement stall in Flushing, 
Queens, run by his father, Da¬ 
vid Shi.

After a decade cooking in 
Chinese restaurant kitchens, 
Shi opened his own busi¬ 
ness, serving the little-known 
cuisine of his hometown, the 
restaurant’s namesake city in 
China. It didn’t take very long 
for word to spread. Bloggers 
and denizens of food message 
boards praised Shi’s mysteri¬ 
ously complex sauces. Wang, 
who came to the United States 
when he was 8, translated his 
father’s menu into English to 
help the newcomers. 

Now there are five branches 
of Xi’an Famous Foods, three 
of them in Manhattan. Wang, 
23, came on board full time 
last year, fresh from classes 
in marketing, and full of big 
plans for expansion.

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Mama highlights cancans about slowing economy

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
With few options at hand and 
his poll numbers sagging, 
President Barack Obama ex¬ 
pressed concern Tuesday 
about the sudden slowdown 
in the economy but said he 
is not worried about a second 
recession and America should 
“not panic.” The president 
spoke about the new econom¬ 
ic trouble in detail for the first 
time since a report late last 
week showed job growth had 
slowed sharply in May. He 
tried to reassure Americans 
worried about high unemploy¬ 
ment and expensive gas that 
the nation is on a slow, if not 


steady, path to recovery. 

“I am concerned about the fact 
that the recovery that we’re on 
is not producing jobs as quick¬ 
ly as I want it to happen,” 
Obama said at an appearance 
with visiting German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel. “We 
don’t yet know whether this is 
a one-month episode or a lon¬ 
ger trend.” Either way, there 


appears to be little Washington 
can do about it. 

Federal Reserve chief Ben 
Bemanke, speaking in Atlanta 
on Tuesday, acknowledged the 
economy has lost momentum 
but said nothing to suggest the 
Fed was about to take any bold 
new action to further shore it 
up. And with lawmakers fight¬ 
ing over the U.S. budget deficit 
and long-term debt, there is no 
political appetite for a second 
major federal stimulus bill like 
the one passed by Congress in 
2009. At the same time, the 
president is confronted with 
a slate of figures presenting 
challenges to both the eco¬ 
nomic recovery and his own 
re-election prospects. Just as 
the field of Republican chal¬ 


lengers begins to take shape, a 
Washington Post-ABC News 
survey found that public dis¬ 
approval of Obama’s handling 
of the economy has reached a 
record high, 59 percent. 

The poll found that Obama 
and former Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney are tied 
among all Americans in a hy¬ 
pothetical race for president. 


It gave Romney a slight edge, 
less than the margin of error, 
among registered voters. 
Seventeen months before the 
election, unemployment is 9.1 
percent. When Obama took 
office, it was 7.8 percent. Most 
economists think the rate will 
be above 8 percent at election 
time next year. Since World 
War II, no president has been 
re-elected with unemployment 
higher than 7.2 percent. 

The day brought the latest in a 
stream of downbeat economic 
news, a government report 
that said businesses advertised 
fewer job openings in April 
than in March. There were 4.6 
unemployed people, on aver¬ 
age, for each available job in 
April. In a healthy economy, 


the ratio is more like 2-to-l. 
Even if all the open positions 
were filled, 10.7 million peo¬ 
ple would still be unemployed. 
That compares with 7.7 mil¬ 
lion who were unemployed 
when the recession began in 
December 2007. The reces¬ 
sion ended in June 2009. 
Obama’s early Republican 
presidential challengers have 


seized on the economy to try 
to take advantage. One of 
them, former Minnesota Gov. 
Tim Pawlenty, accused Obama 
on Tuesday of being satisfied 
with a second-rate economy 
“produced by his third-rate 
policies.” 

The former Minnesota gov¬ 
ernor proposed cutting taxes 
on business by more than half 
and simplifying the tax code to 
just three tiers, with a top mar¬ 
ginal rate for individuals of 25 
percent. The top marginal rate 
now is 35 percent. Pawlenty 
would also eliminate taxes on 
capital gains. 

Obama and his advisers have 
mainly played down the sour¬ 
ing economic news. Recov¬ 
eries are often uneven, they 
note, especially after severe 
downturns like the Great Re¬ 
cession. The president noted 
that hiring had been robust for 
three straight months before 
the bleak jobs report for May. 
He promoted steps the admin¬ 
istration has already taken, 
such as tax breaks for business 
investment, and a long-term 
agenda of debt reduction and 
spending on education, infra¬ 
structure and energy research. 
At a time of high public con¬ 
cern about the economy, 
discouraging data can make 
people wonder, “Well, are we 
going to go back to this terri¬ 
ble crisis?” Obama said. “And 
that affects consumer confi¬ 
dence, and it affects business 
confidence, it affects the capi¬ 
tal market. And so our task is 
to not panic.” 

The CEO of General Motors 
added to the concern, suggest¬ 
ing Tuesday that the govern¬ 
ment stabilize the economy 
by coming up with a 10-year 
plan to handle the nation’s al¬ 
most $14 trillion debt. He said 
he was worried about what 
he called a jobless economic 
recovery, and said the nation 
is still paying for easy credit 
from the mid-1990s to 2007. 

“I think it’s going to take a 
while to shake out and wring 
out the excesses,” CEO Dan 
Akerson said. At the Atlanta 
speech, Bemanke stuck to his 
assertion that the economy’s 
toughest challenges, nota¬ 
bly high gas prices that have 
squeezed family budgets, are 
probably temporary. Q

Amid all the sober colors, 
first lady Michelle Obama 
stood out in a cream-colored, 
sleeveless gown with verti¬ 
cal silver accents and a short 
train. It was designed by 
Naeem Kahn, who also made 
the gown she wore to a state

Hems decline to defend Weiner

WASHINGTON - Fellow 
Democrats pointedly refused 
to defend Rep. Anthony Wein¬ 
er on Tuesday, telegraphing 
an unmistakable eagerness for 
him to resign after he admitted 
sending a lewd photo of him¬ 
self to a woman via Twitter 
and lying about it. 

Republicans swiftly sought 
political profit from the New 
York Democrat’s predicament, 
which threatened to deepen 
when conservative blogger 
Andrew Breitbart said he had 
a sexually explicit photo of the 
46-year-old congressman. 

His political career in extreme 
jeopardy, Weiner had no pub¬ 
lic appearances. 


His spokesman did not 
respond to repeated 
requests for comment. 


On Monday, after days of de¬ 
nials, the New York lawmaker 
admitted he had engaged in 
“several inappropriate conver¬ 


sations conducted over Twit¬ 
ter, Facebook, email and oc¬ 
casionally on the phone with 
women I had met online.”

fiant, he said he neither met 
nor had physical relationships 
with any of them, and added, 
“I am not resigning.” 

In fact, there is little that par¬ 


ty leaders can do to force an 
errant lawmaker to quit, al¬ 
though House Republicans 
have moved decisively in the 
past year to purge their ranks 
of two men who wound up in 
embarrassing situations. Most 
Democrats maintained an 
uncomfortable silence about 
Weiner’s future, part of what 
several senior congressional 
officials described as a hope 
that over a few days, Weiner 
would reconsider his refusal 
to resign.

Asked what he would do 
if Weiner called for advice, he 
replied he would tell him “call 
somebody else.”

Voice of America struggles for new era

WASHINGTON - When 
Walter Isaacson championed 
Voice of America’s decision to 
shut down its shortwave radio 
broadcasts to China - and shift 
those funds to the Internet, 
cellphones and other forms of 
digital media - he viewed it as 
the sensible updating of a pro¬ 
paganda playbook dating from 
the Cold War. 


But nothing is simple in 
the world of government 
broadcasting. Rep. Dana 
Rohrabacher, R-Calif., a 
staunch critic of China, 
condemned the move, 
saying it would deprive 
Chinese listeners of 
unfiltered news. 

It amounted, he said, to 
a U.S. retreat in the face 
of Beijing’s growing 
global influence. 


“Who knew shortwave in 
China was a land mine?” said 
Isaacson, a onetime head of 
CNN who is chairman of the 
Broadcasting Board of Gov¬ 
ernors, which oversees Voice 


of America and its four sister 
networks. 

With the Obama administra¬ 
tion embarking on a funda¬ 
mental overhaul of Voice of 
America and other official 


broadcasters - one that seeks 
to adapt their traditional dip¬ 
lomatic missions to the era 
of Facebook and Twitter - 
Rohrabacher’s response could 
be a foretaste of battles to 
come. 


As part of its yearlong review, 
Isaacson’s board is seek¬ 
ing ways to streamline and 
modernize Voice of America 
and its sister networks: Ra¬ 
dio Free Europe, Radio Free 


Asia, Alhurra, and Radio and 
TV Marti. Each service has its 
protectors in Congress - Cu- 
ban-American lawmakers de¬ 
fend Radio Marti, for example 
- and they are likely to view 
any change as a threat. □

LAFAYETTE, La. - This is expected to be a formality, one 
of the lawyers said, a simple affirmation of what has already 
been put on paper. The courtroom was mostly empty but for a 
few lawyers and federal agents and a handful of journalists and 
onlookers who had followed the case with cultish fascination. 
William Toye sat at the defendant’s table, wearing a peach-col¬ 
ored shirt, a tie so large it looked like a scarf, and a dyspeptic 
expression. He was there Monday to plead guilty to one federal 
count of conspiring to commit mail fraud. 

But with Toye you never can tell. 

For a self-taught artist, Toye, 79, has led a remarkable career. 
His paintings have been on display in the apartments of the rich 
and famous in New York, in New Orleans galleries, in private 
houses in Dallas and, briefly, in the office of Sen. David Vitter 
of Louisiana, though the people in these places did not know 
initially that they had come into possession of original Toyes. 
Over the past four decades, Toye and his wife have been for¬ 
mally accused three times of having sold or trying to sell fakes, 
most often imitations of paintings by the folk artist Clementine 
Hunter, whose work Toye professes to despise. But this is the 
first time he has been fully prosecuted. 

The conspiracy being considered is an odd one, involving Toye’s 
British-born wife, Beryl, and a dealer in New Orleans named 
Robert E. Lucky Jr., who is alleged to have sold the Toye Hunt¬ 
ers to customers around the country and in some cases to have 
resold them after they were returned by disgruntled purchasers. 
There is a good deal of bad blood. In a floridly reproachful letter 
in 2005, Beryl Toye told Lucky that if he were to end up in jail, 
“it will be with my blessing and my boot up your rear end.’Q

Many Americans say “yes ”

Minneapolis - Jon Austin’s 
wife, Amy, had a blunt assess¬ 
ment for her husband as the 
Minneapolis couple watched 
Rep.

“You’d be dead,” she told 
him. 

Regardless of his professional 
future, it’s Weiner’s predica¬ 
ment at home that seems to be 
launching countless discus¬ 
sions among couples like the 
Austins. And this time, it’s not 
a question of actual physical 
cheating — a la Eliot Spitzer 
and his prostitution scandal 
— but the murkier backdrop 
of Internet relationships: sex- 
ting, tweeting lewd photos, 
emailing. 

If it’s virtual, does it consti¬ 
tute infidelity? Many Ameri¬ 
cans seem to think it does. 
“Would you text it, post it, 
send it with your spouse look¬ 
ing over your shoulder?” asks

Austin, 52, who works in cor¬ 
porate public relations and 
takes no issue with his wife’s 
frank appraisal of the situa¬ 
tion. “If yes, then it’s not infi¬ 
delity. If no, you’re cheating.” 
In online postings and follow¬ 
up phone calls with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, dozens of people 
echoed the same thought: 
Cheating need not be physical. 
“I think the emotional betray¬ 
al is just as bad,” says Marissa 
Bholan, a 22-year-old student. 
“A married person should 
not be flirting online — or in 
any manner, really. It demon¬ 
strates a clear unfaithfulness. 
You’re married. Act like it.” 
For one woman in Texas, the 
danger of online relationships 
became painfully apparent 
when she caught a boyfriend 
trading amorous instant mes¬ 
sages with an Internet friend 
— at one point on her own 
laptop. When Beley Hayes 
confronted him, he told her 
he never felt his virtual friend 
was “a real person” — even 
though an actual, clandestine 
visit seemed to be in the plan¬ 
ning stages. 

“I think there’s a perception 
that what you’re doing online 
is somehow not real,” says 
Hayes, a musician. “But of 
course it is.” And men, Hayes 
adds, may be more vulnerable 
to the lure of Internet relation¬ 
ships “because they allow 
them to escape the responsi¬ 
bilities and pressures of real 
relationships.” She is no lon¬ 
ger seeing that boyfriend. 

A specialist in Internet addic¬ 
tion agrees that many people 
turn to online relationships to 
escape the pressures of their 
daily lives, reveling in the 
anonymity — particularly if, 
like a congressman, they are 
well known. □

NY guilty plea in insider trading probe 

NEW YORK (AP) — The first person arrested in the insider 
trading probe of expert networking firms has entered a guilty 
plea in federal court in New York. Don Chu entered the plea in 
federal court in Manhattan on Tuesday. He is among 13 people 
charged so far in a probe of those in the securities industry 
who give out inside information instead of legitimate research. 
Chu became the ninth person to plead guilty to charges in con¬ 
nection with the investigation. The probe was unveiled last 
fall when Chu was arrested. Chu, of Somerset, New Jersey, 
was born in Taiwan but became a U.S. citizen in 1997. He was 
accused of passing along secrets about a technology company 
to hedge fund workers. Chu was a consultant with Primary 
Global Research, a California networking firm.Q 

Equal opportunity mocking was standard 

NEW YORK (AP) — A former hedge fund manager insisted 
he berated nearly everyone when he was pressed Tuesday to 
explain why he mocked a California consultant who he said 
made him millions of dollars by feeding him inside informa¬ 
tion about technology stocks. Noah Freeman spent most of 
his third day on the witness stand at Winifred Jiau’s insider 
trading trial being cross-examined, sometimes about the nasty 
things he said behind Jiau’s back. “I mocked a lot of people,” 
Freeman said of his work as a fund manager in a profession 
that he quit last year to become a high school teacher. Pros¬ 
ecutors called him to build their case against Jiau, who was 
arrested in December on charges that she conspired to accept 
cash and gifts to feed inside information to hedge funds. Jiau, 
of Fremont, California, was among 13 people arrested in a 
crackdown on those in the securities industry who pass along 
inside information as if it were legitimate research.□ 

NY man sues US monastery alleging abuse 

ST. PAUL, Minnesota (AP) — A U.S. man filed a lawsuit 
Tuesday alleging that he was sexually abused at a New York 
church in the 1960s by a priest who went on to become ab¬ 
bot of a Minnesota monastery and helped found an institute 
to deal with clergy sexual abuse. The federal lawsuit was filed 
in Minnesota against the Order of St. Benedict and St. John’s 
Abbey. It alleges that former Abbot Timothy Kelly abused the 
man, who was an altar boy at the time, at St. Anselm’s Church 
in New York while Kelly was an associate pastor. The abuse 
occurred in 1966 and 1967, when the plaintiff was about 15 
or 16, according to the lawsuit. Kelly died in October. Attor¬ 
ney Jeffrey Anderson, who has filed numerous lawsuits alleg¬ 
ing sexual abuse by clergy, said the alleged victim decided 
to come forward after reading Kelly’s obituary. Two former 
monks at St. John’s Abbey joined Anderson at a news confer¬ 
ence to announce the lawsuit. Patrick Wall and Richard Sipe 
said they worked with Kelly on abuse issues and claimed the 
monastery had fostered a “climate of sexual secrecy” that 
came from the top.Q

Deadly floods 
and mudslides 
hit Haiti

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Heavy rain ham¬ 
mered southern Haiti for a 
seventh straight day Tues¬ 
day, triggering floods and 
mudslides and causing hous¬ 
es and shanties in the capi¬ 
tal to collapse. The official 
death toll was 23 but could 
rise as remnants of the storm 
lingered. 

Haitian authorities listed six 
people as missing. 

Runoff from the rain sent riv¬ 
ers surging and flooded many 
homes as people scrambled 
to their rooftops. The slow- 
moving storm system also 
toppled trees and debris 
blocked streets throughout 
the capital. 

At least 23 people were 
killed and more than a dozen 
injured, said Edgar Joseph, a 
spokesman for Haiti’s Civil 
Protection Department. Most 
of the deaths were in Port-au- 
Prince and they included two 
who died over the weekend, 
he said. 

Thirteen people died in 
Petionville, a hillside city 
southeast of downtown 
Port-au-Prince, Joseph said. 
In one incident, a concrete 
house slid down a ravine and 
crashed into several smaller 
homes. 

A 5 3-year-old man, Jean Wil- 
dor Charutis, said his older 
sister and a niece died in 
the large house that crashed 
down the ravine. “There was 
so much rain it shook the 
house,” he said as he and 
government rescue workers 
searched for survivors. □

TRIPOLI, Libya - In a 
sudden, sharp escalation of 
NATO’s air campaign over 
Libya, warplanes dropped 
more than 60 bombs on tar¬ 
gets in Tripoli on Tuesday, 
obliterating large areas of 
Moammar Gadhafi’s Bab al- 
Aziziya command compound. 
In response, Gadhafi posted 
an audio recording on Libyan 
state television vowing never 
to surrender or accept defeat. 
“We welcome death,” he said. 
“Martyrdom is a million times 
better.” 

The unusual daylight raids, 
the most intense on the Lib¬ 
yan capital since the aerial 
campaign started more than 
11 weeks ago, began in mid¬ 
morning and continued after 
dark - fulfilling NATO com¬ 
manders’ recent warnings of 
an impending rise in the in¬ 
tensity of attacks. What ap¬ 
peared to be bunker-busting 
bombs laid waste to an area of 
about two acres in one corner 
of the compound, destroying 
six or seven major buildings 
and leaving a twisted, smok¬ 
ing mass of steel and concrete. 
A Libyan official said Tuesday 
night that the attacks killed 31 
people and wounded dozens 
more, many of them security 
guards and “totally innocent 
civilians.” That number could 
not be confirmed. 

Earlier, officials said that 10 
percent to 15 people lay bur¬ 
ied in the ruins of one build¬ 
ing alone, though the only 
casualty seen by Western re¬ 
porters who were bused to 
the scene was a man who was 
pulled from the rubble while 


they were there, identified by 
officials as a cleaner. 

In the absence of any visible 
rescue operations, the man’s 
body had been spotted by a 
U.S. television crew, then 
laid out beneath a green sheet 
on a rubble-strewn roadway 
while an ambulance was sum¬ 
moned. Officials said the ex¬ 
tent of the devastation made it 
impossible for the heavy ma¬ 
chinery needed to search for 
bodies to reach the area. 

In a city grown accustomed to 
the NATO raids, the attacks 
caused a heightened level of 
alarm, partly because they be¬ 
gan so early in the day, when 
this capital of 2.5 million 
people was busy with its daily 
routines. Most of the nearly 
4,000 strike sorties flown by 
NATO since the air war began 
in March have been carried 
out deep into the night, partly, 
NATO officials have said, to 
minimize the risk of civil¬ 


ian casualties. But Tuesday’s 
daylight raids emptied much 
of the city of traffic, with 
stores in large areas of the city 
shuttered and the few people 
out hurrying to complete their 
business and find shelter. 
Gadhafi’s nine-minute audio 
message was his first public 
pronouncement in nearly four 
weeks, when he spoke after 
an earlier NATO attack on the 
Tripoli command compound. 
That message, also delivered 
in a recorded radio address, 
struck a defiant posture, tell¬ 
ing NATO that he was “in a 
place where you can’t reach 
me - in the hearts of my peo¬ 
ple.” On Tuesday, the tone 
seemed at one point to bor¬ 
row from Winston Churchill’s 
bullish speeches when Britain 
faced the threat of German in¬ 
vasion in 1940. “The Libyan 
people right now are living 
hours of glory of which future 
generations will be proud,” he 


said. “Our children and our 
grandchildren will be proud 
of us and of our resilience 
and courage today. We shall 
defeat the enemy; our fate 
does not matter.” Addressing, 
NATO, he went on: “You are 
setting fire to the sea; you are 
setting fire to the desert; you 
are chasing a mirage. What do 
you want? What do you want? 
Did we cross the sea and at¬ 
tack you? Why this consis¬ 
tent bombing? Are you trying 
to force us into submission? 
You will not; we will never 
submit.’’With the repeated 
bombing of his Tripoli com¬ 
pound, Gadhafi has become 
a fugitive in his own capital, 
unable or unwilling to appear 
on television and forced, so 
NATO and people in the rebel 
underground in Tripoli have 
said, to stay constantly on the 
move in the hope of cloaking 
his whereabouts from NATO. 
His isolation has been com¬ 
pounded by signs that sup¬ 
port for him has ebbed away 
in wide areas of Tripoli, and 
growing numbers of high- 
level defections, from the top 
ranks of the government and 
the army. On Tuesday, Lib¬ 
ya’s labor minister, Al-Amin 
Manfur, added his name to 
the growing exodus, declaring 
at a meeting in Geneva of the 
International Labor Organiza¬ 
tion that he was now support¬ 
ing the rebel government, the 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil, Agence France-Presse 
reported. Western leaders 
have been cautious, renewing 
warnings in recent days that 
it could still take weeks or 
months to topple the Libyan 
leader. □

The Russian government 
latched onto Sadikov’s ob¬ 
servations and threw official 
support behind other forms of 
Islam. 

The United States tried a 
similar tactic in Iraq by intro¬ 
ducing moderate imams at the 
prisons where insurgents were 
being held. 

Sadikov’s university was in¬ 
tended to educate elementary 
school teachers for a pilot 


said were less likely to inspire 
suicide bombers. 

The rector, Maksud I. Sa¬ 
dikov, of the Islamic Univer¬ 
sity of the North Caucasus, 
was shot to death in a car in 
Makhachkala, the capital of 
the Dagestan region, Russian 
prosecutors said. Sadikov’s 
bodyguard was also killed, 
they said. 

The prosecutors had not ar¬ 
rested or identified any poten¬ 
tial suspects by late Tuesday, 
and no group immediately 
stepped forward to take re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack. 
Sadikov was a proponent of 
the idea that state support for 
Sufism could diminish the 
threat of terrorism in Russia. 
Sufism was once widespread 
in the North Caucasus but 
faded after the breakup of the 
Soviet Union and the arrival 
of proselytizers from Middle 
East who sought to spread 
Sunni Islam. 

In an interview in February, 
Sadikov said that no Sufi had 
committed a suicide bombing 
in Russia. 

“One of the best methods to 
resist the ideology of extrem¬ 
ism is a good religious educa-

In Reindeerspotting,’ heroin 
addiction among the snowscape

The title of Joonas Neuvonen’s “Reindeerspotting: Escape 
From Santaland” makes explicit the film’s premise: to take 
the kind of intimacy and immediacy Danny Boyle achieved in 
“Trainspotting,” the fictional story of Glasgow heroin addicts, 
and apply it to a documentary about Neuvonen’s fellow drug 
users in northern Finland. 

Mission accomplished. “Reindeerspotting,” primarily a por¬ 
trait of an effervescent, smart and terribly sad young addict and 
thief named Jani, puts us right in the room - and the toilet stall, 
and the stolen car, and the fleabag hotel. Questions of the film¬ 
maker’s role are moot, given Neuvonen’s literal complicity in 
his friends’ lives and misdeeds. He does draw a line when he’s 
asked to hold the stereo that Jani is trying to detach from a dash¬ 
board, but he may have just needed both hands for the camera. 
Filming in 2003 (the movie was eventually completed by a Hel¬ 
sinki production house), Neuvonen captures amazing moments 
- burglaries in progress, a stoned friend tumbling several stories 
from a balcony to the sidewalk - and a coherent story emerges 
about Jani’s downward spiral, albeit a story that’s jumpy and 
episodic, stitched together with intertitles. 

It’s also a pretty familiar story, and “Reindeer,” despite Neu¬ 
vonen’s verve and Jani’s charisma, can drag. Like a lot of addic¬ 
tion stories, it starts to mirror the monotony and self-absorption 
of the addict’s life. What saves it, finally, are Neuvonen’s in¬ 
stinctive, and considerable, skills as an image-maker: Long af¬ 
ter you forget Jani’s story, you’ll remember the way the snowy 
landscapes look, and the surreal beauty of a nighttime reindeer

PARIS - A woman identify¬ 
ing herself as the Syrian am¬ 
bassador to France announced 
her resignation by telephone 
on French television Tuesday 
evening, in what would be 
the first such defection from 
the government of President 
Bashar Assad in months of 
unrest. But Syrian state tele¬ 
vision and A1 Arabiya televi¬ 
sion both followed by broad¬ 
casting telephone denials in 
Arabic from someone they 
identified as the ambassador, 
Lamia Shakkour, who said the 
France24 news channel had 
been taken in by an imposter. 
It was not possible Tuesday 
night to confirm whether 
Shakkour had resigned, been 
impersonated, or resigned and 
then changed her mind. She 
took the ambassador’s post in 
August 2008 after it had stood 
vacant for nearly two years 
amid French-Syrian tensions 
over the assassination of 
Rafik Hariri, the former prime 
minister of Lebanon. Her fa¬ 
ther had also served as Syria’s 
ambassador to France, and 
she is a member of a Christian 
minority loyal to the Assad 
government. The resignation 
had appeared credible in large 
part because of its rationale 
and timing. The woman said 
she could no longer support 
the government’s violent sup¬ 
pression of protesters; her 
statement came after violent 
clashes in the town of Jisr 
al-Shughour that the govern¬ 
ment portrayed as a massa¬ 
cre by “armed groups” but 
that residents said was the 
government’s own answer 


to a wave of defections from 
military forces sent to besiege 
the town. Syria bars foreign 
journalists from entering the 
country and neither the gov¬ 
ernment’s nor the residents’ 
accounts of the events could 
be independently verified. 
Nevertheless, either version 
would represent a serious es¬ 
calation in both the chaos and 
violence of the Syrian upris¬ 
ing and harsh government ef¬ 
forts to crush it. 

Telephone calls and emails to 
the Syrian Embassy in Paris 
were not answered. The em¬ 
bassy website was not func¬ 
tioning in the evening; at¬ 
tempts to access it prompted 
a message saying the account 
had been suspended. The 
French Foreign Ministry said 
it could not confirm the resig¬ 
nation. France24, which had 
arranged for Shakkour to ap¬ 
pear by telephone on a live 
debate about Syria and used 
a telephone number for her 
Tuesday that it had used be¬ 
fore, said it was convinced that 
she was the woman who made 
the resignation statements, in 
both English and French. Re¬ 
uters said it had confirmed 
the resignation by email via 
the Syrian Embassy website 
before it was taken down. In 
the telephone statement on 
France24, the woman identi¬ 
fied as Shakkour said that she 
recognized “the legitimacy of 
the people’s demand for more 
democracy and freedom” and 
that she could not “ignore that 
demonstrators have died, that 
families live in pain.” 

“I can no longer continue to 
support the cycle of extreme 
violence against unarmed ci¬ 
vilians,” she said. □

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia - The 
uncertainty surrounding the 
political future of Yemen’s 
president, Ali Abdullah Saleh, 
deepened Tuesday as he was 
treated for far more severe 
burns than had first been 
disclosed, while maneuver¬ 
ing intensified in the capitals 
of Yemen, the United States 
and Saudi Arabia to head off 
an emerging and dangerous 
power vacuum. 

Saleh’s sudden departure 
from Yemen initially prompt¬ 
ed warring factions to call a 
cease-fire, but that failed to 
stabilize the fractured nation 


as fighting Tuesday intensi¬ 
fied in the south between 
militants and the government, 
leaving dozens dead. 

While mediators move to¬ 
ward establishing a transition¬ 
al government, Saleh’s condi¬ 
tion - and his prospects for re¬ 
covery - emerged as the cru¬ 
cial factor in determining who 
will rule the nation, which 
is an important U.S. ally in 
fighting terrorism. While 
Washington and Riyadh have 
wanted Saleh to step down in 
the face of months of protests 
and increasing violence, there 
was no agreement Tuesday on 
how to proceed while he is in 
a Riyadh hospital. 

Those wanting Saleh to re¬ 


main in power suggest that 
he is fully conscious and in 
control and expected to return 
to Yemen any day. Those who 
would like to see him step 
down portray his condition 
as more dire. He has not been 
seen publicly since the attack 
last week. 

The working plan for a tran¬ 
sition of power - one that 
Saleh has rejected three times 
- was outlined by the Gulf 
Cooperation Council calling 
for elections 90 days after he 
officially resigned. The coun¬ 
cil’s plan is expected to be the 
focus of intense discussions in 
Abu Dhabi on Thursday. 
Saleh, who was flown to Sau¬ 
di Arabia on Saturday along 
with the prime minister and 
other top aides for treatment at 
the Armed Forces Hospital in 
Riyadh, was first said to have 
been lightly injured including 
bums on his face, neck and 
arms caused by an explosion 
at the palace mosque during 
Friday Prayers. On Tuesday it 
was reported that he suffered 
bums on 40 percent of his 
body and that a large wooden 
shard sliced into him and may 
have punctured a lung, said 
Abdul Rahman al-Rashed, 
head of the Arabiya television 
network. 

But the explosion left Saleh 
with bums on his back as well, 
said a person familiar with 
his injuries speaking on the 
condition of anonymity, and, 
although not life-threatening, 
they were severe enough to 
require strong sedation for the 
pain and several months of 
convalescence.□

A soft summer rain stippled 
the surface of the lake. As I 
toweled off my racer-back 
Speedo after a chilly swim, I 
spotted a muskrat busy build¬ 
ing a nest beneath the willows. 
As campsites go, this clearing 
30 miles northeast of Quebec 
City in the foothills of the 
Laurentian Mountains offered 
tranquillity. Except it wasn’t 
a backcountry destination - it 
was a spa with a wild streak. 
Zonespa, the site of that gen¬ 
tle rain shower, is among the 
many Canadian spas that take 
the Scandinavian sauna ritual 
as inspiration but expand on 
it to include aquatic thera¬ 
pies like warm whirlpools, 
bracing cascades and piping 
steam baths, placing them 
all in the midst of the north 
woods. Tapping Canada’s 
natural resources, Nordic spas 
use rivers, ponds and lakes as 
additional therapy pools. The 
rustic theme extends to ser¬ 
vices: None offer manicures, 
and massages tend to be of 
the straightforward Swedish 
variety. 

But within this organic theme 


lies variation, as I discovered 
last summer on a four-day stay 
exploring the lakes and rivers 
of Quebec, the province most 
closely associated with what 
are known as Nordic spas. 
Four spas that opened since 
2005 lie just 20 to 60 miles 
from Quebec City and close 
to national parks as well, cre¬ 
ating a convenient circuit for 


those seeking to commune 
with nature on the trails and 
recover from that communion 
off-trail. 

My first stop along this syba¬ 
ritic trail was Siberia Station 
Spa, a hideaway just 17 miles 
from the Quebec City airport, 
near the resort area of Lake 
Beauport. Like other outdoor 
spas in the area, Siberia Sta¬ 
tion offered immersion in 
nature, with a series of Ja¬ 
cuzzis over several terraces 
on the steeply sloped bank 
of the Yellow River. Unlike 
many of them, it had features 
that could convince a honey- 
mooner to forgo the Catskills 
for Canada. Those Jacuzzis 
seem designed for two, and 
couples waited their turn. 
Some did so cuddling in wide, 
rainbow-striped hammocks 

strung between the pines, in a 
capsule-shaped warming cab¬ 
in with a flat-screen TV flash¬ 
ing serene images of beaches, 
or wrapped in robes before 
an outdoor fire. As directed 
by signs in French, I began 
exploring the facilities in the 
strongly eucalyptus-scented 
steam room, followed by an 
icy shower under a fake wa¬ 
terfall and a tranquil swing 
in a hammock serenaded by 
a red-winged blackbird’s 
trill. The recommended steps 
A hot, cold, rest, repeatA _ 
were bracing, but after a few 
rounds, having my senses 
stunned wasn’t just pleasur¬ 
able, it was numbing in a way 
that became addictive. □

Puerto Rico seizure yields car uses let fuel 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — Federal officials in 
Puerto Rico have seized 16 
high-end cars and 15 luxury 
watches from purported drug 
traffickers with links to an al¬ 
leged drug boss known as the 
“Pablo Escobar of the Carib¬ 
bean.” A Tuesday statement 
from U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement says 
the property has a total esti¬ 
mated value of $3.2 million. 
Among the items seized is a 


special edition Camaro that 
runs on jet fuel and costs 
more than $75,000. The 
agency says the items be¬ 
longed to an organization run 
by Jose Figueroa Agosto. He 
was arrested last July after a 
nearly 10-year manhunt and 
is accused of shipping Co¬ 
lombian cocaine to the U.S. 
mainland through Puerto 
Rico. Twelve alleged mem¬ 
bers of his organization were 
arrested in November.^ 


Brazil president’s staff chief resigns amid crisis 


SAO PAULO (AP) — The 
chief of staff for Brazil’s 
president has resigned amid 
questions over how his per¬ 
sonal wealth rose sharply 
while he served as a con¬ 
gressman. Antonio Palocci 
says he is stepping down 
to put an end to a political 
fight that could harm Presi¬ 
dent Dilma Rousseff’s gov¬ 
ernment. A statement from 
Rousseff after the Tuesday 


announcement says she re¬ 
grets Palocci’s departure. 
The resignation comes a day 
after Brazil’s prosecutor gen¬ 
eral cleared Palocci of any 
wrongdoing. But opposition 
leaders still wanted him to 
detail how his net worth re¬ 
portedly jumped twentyfold 
to $4.6 million in four years. 
He has said the increase hap¬ 
pened legally through a con¬ 
sulting company he owns.Q

LIMA, Peru (AP) — As- 

sociates of Peru’s new left¬ 
leaning president-elect did 
their best to calm investor 
fears, and the stock market 
rebounded Tuesday after 
plunging on concerns 01- 
lanta Humala will be hostile 
to private enterprise. Huma- 
la’s vice president-elect and 
a member of his economic 
team both assured the busi¬ 
ness community that the 
winner of Sunday’s presi¬ 
dential runoff will maintain 


the country’s fiscal poli¬ 
cies, with an emphasis on 
social programs. The stock 
market rose by 7 percent by 
Tuesday afternoon after div¬ 
ing by more than 12 percent 
Monday. Humala narrowly 
defeated the daughter of dis¬ 
graced former President Al¬ 
berto Fujimori on Sunday. 
With nearly 96 percent of the 
ballots counted, Humala had

Russian ship blasts off for space statinn 


BAIKONUR, Kazakhstan 
(AP) — A Russian Soyuz 
craft lit up the starry skies of 
the southern Kazakh steppe 
early Wednesday as it blasted 
off to carry a three-man crew 
for a mission to the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station that will 
take in the U.S. shuttle’s fare¬ 
well voyage. 

Russian cosmonaut Sergei 
Volkov, NASA’s Michael 
Fossum, and Satoshi Furu- 
kawa of Japan’s JAXA space 
agency will spend almost 
two days squeezed into the 
cramped Soyuz capsule be¬ 
fore docking with the space 


station, where they will re¬ 
main until mid-November.

While he and his father scout 
new locations, they are setting 
up a commissary in East Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Brooklyn, to be a 
central distribution point for 
the restaurants.

For some of them, this means 
adopting modern business 
methods (Danny Meyer’s up¬ 
scale fast food chain, Shake 
Shack, is one of Wang’s mod¬ 
els) while leaving the menu 
intact. For others, it can mean

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Where wisdom lives 


The decision to pull the ini¬ 
tial public offering was an¬ 
nounced on the last Sunday in 
May, late at night. The com¬ 
pany that had been planning 
to sell its shares to the public 
- hoping to raise somewhere 
between $700 million and 
$1 billion - was the Domod¬ 
edovo airport, the biggest and 
best-run of Moscow’s three 
airports, and the only one not 
owned by the state. 

The airport’s investment 
bankers blamed the problem 
on the usual suspect: “mar¬ 
ket conditions” - meaning 
that they weren’t going to get 
the price they had hoped for. 
And I suppose, in some lit¬ 
eral sense, that was true. But 
it didn’t begin to capture the 
real story. 

A few days ago, I wrote about 
the human cost of Russia’s 
lack of respect for the rule of 
law. There is also a business 
cost, one that hurts Russia on 
a daily basis. The decision by 
the owners of the Domod¬ 
edovo airport to withdraw its 
IPO is a perfect example - 
and helps explain why Russia 
simply cannot have a modem 
economy until it has a real 
mle of law. 

It is no coincidence, of course, 
that the best airport in Mos¬ 
cow is the only one in private 
hands. 

The management company, 
East Line Group, took over 
Domodedovo in 1996 when 
it was “a small, mndown air¬ 
port,” according to The Mos¬ 
cow Times. It poured enor¬ 
mous sums into upgrades and 
new terminals, attracted new 
business - and forced the gov¬ 
ernment-run airports to spend 
money just to keep pace. It 
was good for everyone - in¬ 
cluding Domodedovo, which 
had revenues of $1 billion 
a year. This is how the text¬ 
books say capitalism is sup¬ 
posed to work. 

In January, however, a suicide 
bomber got past the airport’s 
security, killing 37 people and 
wounding 180. Russia’s presi¬ 
dent, Dmitry Medvedev, or¬ 
dered the prosecutor general 
to write a report. It seems fair 
to say that Russia’s plutocrats 
saw this as their opening. 

In mid-May, days before the 
airport announced its plans

to go public, the prosecutor 
general lowered the boom. 
His report concluded that the 
airport’s offshore ownership 
stmcture was “unacceptable,” 
because it allowed Domode¬ 
dovo, as he put it, “to hide the 
real owners and those making 
the management decisions at 
the airport.” 

As is always the case when the 
plutocrats are getting ready 
to pull a fast one, the charge 
has a surface plausibility. The 
East Line Group’s ownership 
is byzantine, involving sev¬ 
eral companies registered in 
the Isle of Man. Yet somehow 
that never mattered while it 
was spending all that money 
to build a more profitable air¬ 
port. Besides, offshore owner¬ 
ship is almost as common in 
Russia as the corporate struc¬ 
ture is in America; even state- 
owned companies often use 
an offshore structure. Why 
do companies go this route? 
In part, at least, to keep assets 
away from the grasping hands 
of the plutocrats. 

Sure enough, a few days after 
the report, the news leaked 
out that a man named Igor 
Yusufov was putting together 
a group that hoped to buy a 
$1 billion stake in Domod¬ 
edovo. Who is Yusufov? He’s 
a former energy minister who 
served under the Russian 
strongman Vladimir Putin. 
According to The Financial 
Times, until a few months 
ago, he was also a special 
deputy to Medvedev. The 
Russian business newspaper 
Vedomosti described him as 
a potential “peacemaker” be¬ 
tween the government and the 
airport’s owners. 

Well, yes, that’s one way of 
describing him. Here’s anoth¬ 
er way, the way most foreign 
investors saw it. □ 
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Sometimes life presents you 
with a basic philosophical 
choice. Americans are going 
to have to confront a giant one 
over the next several years. 

It starts in the wonky world of 
Medicare. As presently con¬ 
structed, Medicare is based on 
an open-ended fee-for-service 
system. 

The government pays provid¬ 
ers each time they deliver a 
service. The more services 
they provide, the more money 
they get. 

The fee-for-service system is 
incredibly popular. Recipients 
don’t have to think about the 
costs of their treatment, and 
they get lots of free money. 
The average 56-year-old cou¬ 
ple pays about $140,000 into 
the Medicare system over a 
lifetime and receives about 
$430,000 in benefits back. 
The program is also com¬ 
pletely unaffordable. Medi¬ 
care has unfinanced liabilities 
of more than $30 trillion. The 
Medicare trustees say the pro¬ 
gram is about a decade from 
insolvency. 

Some Democrats simply want 


to do nothing as Medicare ca¬ 
reens toward bankruptcy. Last 
Sunday on “Face the Nation,” 
for example, Nancy Pelosi 
said, “I could never support 
any arrangement that reduced 
benefits for Medicare.” 
Fortunately, more responsible 
Democrats are looking for 
ways to save the system. This 
is where the philosophical is¬ 
sues come in. 

They involve questions like: 
Who should make the crucial 
decisions? Where does wis¬ 
dom reside? 

Democrats tend to be skepti¬ 
cal that dispersed consum¬ 
ers can get enough informa¬ 
tion to make smart decisions. 
Health care is phenomenally 
complicated. Providers have 
much more information than 
consumers. Insurance compa¬ 
nies are rapacious and are not 
in the business of optimizing 
care. 

Given these limitations, 
Democrats generally seek to 
concentrate decision-making 
and cost-control power in the 
hands of centralized experts. 
Under the Obama health care 
law, a team of 15 officials will 
be created to discover best 
practices and come up with 
cost-cutting measures. There 
will also be a Center for Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid Innovation 
in Washington to organize 
medical innovation. Central¬ 
ized officials will decide how 
to set national reimbursement 
rates. 

Republicans at their best are 


skeptical about top-down de¬ 
cision-making. They are skep¬ 
tical that centralized experts 
can accurately predict costs. 
In 1967, the House Ways and 
Means Committee projected 
that Medicare would cost 
$12 billion by 1990. It actu¬ 
ally cost $110 billion. They 
are skeptical that centralized 
experts can predict human 
behavior accurately enough 
to socially engineer new pro¬ 
grams. Medicare’s chief ac¬ 
tuary predicted that 400,000 
people would sign up for the 
new health care law’s high- 
risk pools. In fact, only 18,000 
have. 

They are skeptical that politi¬ 
cal authorities can, in the long 
run, resist pressure to hand out 
free goodies. They are also 
skeptical that planners can 
control the unintended effects 
of their decisions. 

Republicans point out that 
Medicare has tried to con¬ 
trol costs centrally for de¬ 
cades with terrible results. 
They argue that a decentral¬ 
ized process of trial and error 
will work better, as long as 
the underlying incentives are 
right. They suggest replacing 
the fee-for-service with a pre¬ 
mium support system. Seniors 
would select from a menu of 
insurance plans. 

Their consumer choices 
would drive a continual, bot¬ 
tom-up process of innova¬ 
tion. Providers could use local 
knowledge to meet specific 
circumstances. □

Woods 
to skip 
U.S. Opon

JACKSONVILLE, Florida 
(AP) — Tiger Woods pulled 
out of the U.S. Open on 
Tuesday because of lingering 
issues with his left leg, leaving 
him uncertain how soon he 
can resume his pursuit of Jack 
Nicklaus’ record for major 
titles. 

It will be the first time Woods 
has missed the U.S. Open 
since 1994, when he had just 
graduated high school. 

“I am extremely disappointed 
that I won’t be playing in the 
U.S. Open, but it’s time for 
me to listen to my doctors and 
focus on the future,” Woods 
said on his website. “I was 
hopeful that I could play, but 
if I did, I risk further damage 
to my left leg.

NFL players, 
owners hold 
secret 
meetings

NEW YORK (AP) The 
NFL and its players again 
held talks Tuesday at a secret 
location, seeking a resolution 
to the labor impasse. 

Two people familiar with the 
meetings confirmed to The 
Associated Press that the two 
groups met. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the meetings were sup¬ 
posed to be confidential. 

NFL spokesman Greg Aiello 
said the league has no com¬ 
ment on the meeting, first re¬ 
ported by the NFL Network. 
This is the second time in the 
last week the two sides have 
met, including a three-day 
session outside Chicago that 
included Commissioner Rog¬ 
er Goodell and NFL Players 
Association head DeMaurice 
Smith. The idea is simple: 
face-to-face negotiations are 
more likely to lead to a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment than court actions. Last 
Friday, both sides appeared 
before the 8th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in St. Lou¬ 
is, arguing whether the own¬ 
ers’ lockout of the players is 
legal. □ 


Serena Williams to return 
at Wimbledon warmup 


LONDON (AP) — Serena 
Williams will make her re¬ 
turn from a yearlong injury 
absence when she contests the 
Eastbourne tournament next 
week, signalling she should 
be fit to defend her Wimble¬ 
don title. 

A statement from her man¬ 
agement released on Tuesday 
in the U.S. said she accepted 
a wild card to compete on 
England’s south coast in one 
of the traditional grass-court 
warmup events for Wimble¬ 
don, which begins on June 20. 
Williams has not played on 
tour since winning her 13th 
Grand Slam singles title at the 
All England Club last July. 

“I am so excited to be healthy 
enough to compete again,” 
Williams said in the state¬ 
ment. 

“These past 12 months have 
been extremely tough and 
character building. I have so 
much to be grateful for. Em 
thankful to my family, friends, 
and fans for all of their sup¬ 
port. 

“Serena’s back!”

two operations for the injury. 
The second surgery was in 
October, and she said she 
spent 10 weeks in a cast and 
10 weeks in a walking boot.

After that, she said she needed 
treatment for a hematoma — a 
gathering of blood under the 
skin — on her stomach. 

She returned to practice in 
April, an event she announced 
via Twitter, posting a picture 
of herself on court in a pink 
bodysuit.

My knee and Achilles tendon 
are not fully healed.” 

Woods said he hoped to be 
ready for the AT&T National, 
which starts June 30 at 
Aronomink, and the next two 
majors. 

Then again, he said two weeks 
ago he would do everything 
possible to be ready for the 
U.S. Open, which is far more 
significant. 

“We’re very disappointed 
that he won be playing in 
the National Open,” USGA 
executive director Mike 
Davis said, whom Woods 
called Tuesday morning. “He 
certainly brings excitement 
to the event. He’ll be missed, 


but the U.S. Open will go on. 
The event is bigger than one 
player, but he certainly will be 
missed.” 

The U.S. Open starts June 
16 at Congressional, where 
Woods won the AT&T 
National two years ago and 
tied for 19th when the U.S. 
Open was last played there in 
1997. 

Woods was replaced by 
Michael Whitehead, a 
senior at Rice who was first 
alternate from the Dallas 
qualifier. Whitehead had to 
win a playoff just to get out 
of the first stage of 18-hole 
qualifying, and was stunned 
to get the news. 

“They said on the phone that 
Tiger has withdrawn from the 
Open,” Whitehead said.Q 


Mayweatherto 
return against 
Ortiz in Sept. 

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. is returning to 
the ring. 

The undefeated six-time 
world champion announced 
on his Twitter feed Tuesday 
he will end a 16-month hiatus 
when he faces WBC welter¬ 
weight champion Victor Ortiz 
on September 17. 

Mayweather (41-0, 25 KOs) 
hasn’t fought since a unani¬ 
mous decision over Shane 
Mosley on May 1, 2010, and 
has repeatedly declined to 
accept a bout against WBO 
welterweight champ Manny 
Pacquiao — a dream ticket 
many boxing fans are eager to 
witness. 

Instead, it was Mosley who 
squared off with Pacquiao in 
May, losing to the Filipino 
star in a lopsided 12-round 
decision. 

Ortiz (29-2-2, 22 KOs) is rid¬ 
ing a six-match win streak, 
most recently defeating An¬ 
dre Berto in April to claim the 
WBC crown in a fight many 
consider the year’s best. 

“I am ready to return to the 
ring and give my fans a fan¬ 
tastic night of boxing by fight¬ 
ing the best out there for me; 
that is Victor Ortiz,” May¬ 
weather said in a statement. 
“At this stage of my career, 
these are the challenges I look 
for, a young, strong, rising 
star looking to make his mark 
in boxing by beating me. 
“Trust me, I will be ready.” 
The 24-year-old Mexican- 
American is one of the sport’s 
strongest young fighters. 

“I respect Mayweather be¬ 
cause he has been a champion 
for many years and I know 
he will be ready, but so will 
I,” said Ortiz. “I’m a world 
champion for a reason and I 
am not going to let go of my 
title any time soon. This is go¬ 
ing to be a great fight, but I 
will remain a world champion 
for many years to come.” 

The 34-year-old Mayweath¬ 
er’s time away from the ring 
has been riddled with legal 
troubles. 

He faces felony charges in a 
domestic argument with his 
ex-girlfriend and two of their

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Ailing Nowitzki lifts Mavericks, NBA finals tied

ALLAS - Dirk Nowitzki and 
the Dallas Mavericks have 
pulled off another stunning 
comeback, tying the NBA fi¬ 
nals at two games each. 

And this time, Nowitzki did it 
while battling the flu. 
Nowitzki shook off three poor 
quarters to score 10 of his 21 
points in the final period as 
the Mavericks outscored the 
Miami Heat 21-9 over the fi¬ 
nal 10:12 for an 86-83 victory 
in a memorable Game 4 on 
Tuesday night. 

The Mavs avoided going 
down 3-1, a deficit no team 
has ever overcome in the fi¬ 
nals, and guaranteed the se¬ 
ries will return to Miami for 
a Game 6 on Sunday night. 
Game 5 is Thursday in Dallas. 
“We just played with incredi¬ 
ble heart and passion,” Dallas 
center Tyson Chandler said. 
Dwyane Wade scored 32 
points, but fumbled an in¬ 
bounds pass with 6.7 seconds 
left. He knocked the ball back 
to Mike Miller for a potential 
tying 3-pointer, but it wasn’t 
even close to hitting the rim. 
Chris Bosh scored 24 points 
for Miami, but the Heat got 
a stunningly unproductive 
game from their biggest star, 
LeBron James. He scored 
only eight points, making just 
3 of 11 shots. He contributed 
nine rebounds and seven as¬ 
sists, but his lack of scoring 
sticks out because of the loss. 
Nowitzki opened the game 
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looking just fine, making his 
first three shots. But then he 
missed 10 of 11, and missed 
a free throw for the first time 
since Game 4 of the confer¬ 
ence finals. By then, word 
spread of his illness. 

With the game — and like¬ 
ly the series — on the line, 
Nowitzki found a way to come 
through. He made only 2 of 6 
shots, but that included a ter¬ 
rific layup with 14.4 seconds 
left; he made all six of his free 
throws. 

Hey, if he could win Game 2 
with a left-handed layup two 
days after tearing a tendon in 
the tip of his middle finger, 
what’s a little temperature? 
“We all seen him go through 
walkthroughs,” Chandler said. 
“Every time he started to talk 
he started coughing. He was 
wheezing.” 

Miami was poised to take a 
commanding lead in the series 
when Udonis Haslem hit a 
jumper that made it 74-65 ear¬ 
ly in the fourth quarter. It was 
the Heat’s biggest lead and the 
way Nowitzki was playing, 
the Mavericks didn’t seem 
capable of pulling off another 
rally like the 22-5 finish that 
won Game 2. 

Yet Jason Terry — who kick- 
started that comeback with 
six straight points — made 
consecutive baskets, and the 
surge was on. Terry ended 
up capping it with two free 
throws with 6.7 seconds left 
that forced Miami to need a 


3-pointer. 

Dallas finally got the balanced 
scoring attack it wanted. 

Terry had 17, Shawn Marion 
16 and Chandler had 13 points 
and 16 rebounds. 

DeShawn Stevenson, who 
moved to the bench so J.J. 
Barea could join the starting 
lineup, scored 11 points. 
Miami, as usual, got little be¬ 
yond its three superstars. Mill¬ 
er scored six points, Mario 
Chalmers had five and Has¬ 
lem and Joel Anthony each 
scored four points. 

The series is up for grabs now. 
Both teams are 1-1 at home, so 
all those stats about who wins 
under various circumstances 
seem pretty moot. 

The bottom line is, it’s a best- 
of-three series now. 

It was an electric night from 
the start, with 20,430 fans 
again clad in their blue “The 
Time Is Now” giveaway T- 
shirts standing and screaming 
from the time Kelly Clarkson 
finished the national anthem. 
The score was tight most of 
the night. Each team had its 
share of runs, but there also 
were long stretches of trading 
baskets. 

The Mavs made half their 
shots in the first quarter, but 
gave up so many offensive re¬ 
bounds — nine in the first 10 
minutes, matching Miami’s 
total for Game 3 — that the 
Heat tied it after one period 
despite shooting only 29 per¬ 
cent. 


Miami got going in the sec¬ 
ond quarter, putting together 
a 12-2 spurt. Soon after Has¬ 
lem went to the bench with 
three fouls, Dallas went back 
ahead being a 9-0 run fueled 
by defense: a travel, a charge, 
a shot-clock violation and two 
turnovers. Then it was Wade’s 
turn. 

He made two tough shots, then 
somehow got a shot to fall af¬ 
ter being hit in the body and 
arms while driving to the rim. 
That three-point play started a 
7-2 jag that left Miami up 47- 
45 at halftime. 

Both teams sensed the game 
and series was on the line 
at the start of the third quar¬ 


ter. The action became more 
physical and both teams were 
up for the challenge, putting 
together six lead changes and 
five ties in the first 6:11. 

In one flurry, Bosh hit a 
jumper with a man in his 
face, Barea darted to the rim 
and somehow got up a shot 
that then spun off the back- 
board and rim before falling, 
followed by Wade making a 
jumper over Marion as the 
shot clock was running out. 
Marion walked away shaking 
his head, smirking and saying, 
“I don’t know, I don’t know.” 
Then Marion came back and 
banked in a hook shot over

Bruins beat Canucks 8-1, trail series 2-1

BOSTON (AP) — The Bos¬ 
ton Bruins overcome serious 
injury to a teammate to be¬ 
latedly rediscover their of¬ 
fensive rhythm and beat the 
Vancouver Canucks 8-1 on 
Monday, cutting the deficit in 
the NHL’s Stanley Cup finals 
to 2-1. 

Nathan Horton was attended 
to for several minutes by 
medics and stretchered off the 
ice after a late hit to the head 
by Vancouver defenseman 
Aaron Rome. 

An inspired Boston respond¬ 
ed, with Andrew Ference and 
David Krejci each having a 
goal and an assist during a 
four-goal second period. 

Mark Recchi scored two 
goals and Tim Thomas made 
40 saves for the Bruins, who 
turned a big win into a blow¬ 
out with four more goals in 
the final 8!4 minutes of the 
third period against belea¬ 
guered Canucks goalie Ro¬ 
berto Luongo. 

Boston emerged from its of¬ 
fensive slump after Horton’s 
injury. 

“It’s always tough when a 
guy goes down,” said forward 
Brad Marchand, who scored a 
short-handed goal in the sec¬ 
ond period. “We really want¬ 
ed to get this win tonight for 
him. It’s a very tough situa¬ 
tion, and everyone is worried 
about him, but it definitely

gave us motivation to win.” 
Daniel Paille added another 
short-handed goal in the third 
before Recchi, Chris Kelly 
and Michael Ryder — who 
finished with three points — 
scored in the final 2i4 minutes 


as the Bruins emphatically 
avoided a daunting 0-3 series 
deficit. 

Boston had managed just 
three goals in its previous 10 
periods. The Bruins hadn’t 
scored more than five goals in 


a finals game since 1970, on 
the way to their most recent 
championship. 

They were one goal shy of 
equaling the finals record of 
nine goals, set by Detroit in 
Game 2 of the 1936 series and 
matched by Toronto six years 
later in Game 5. The eight 
goals were the most scored in 
a finals game since 1996. 
Jannik Hansen scored with 
6:07 to play for the Canucks, 
who finally hit a major bump 
in their late-season roll toward 
their first Stanley Cup title. 

“In the playoffs, a loss is a 
loss, if you lose in OT or you 
lose like we did tonight,” Van¬ 
couver coach Alain Vigneault 
said. 

Game 4 is Wednesday in Bos¬ 
ton. 

The excitement of Boston’s 
first home finals game in 21 
years turned into unease just 5 
minutes into Game 3. 

After Horton passed the puck, 
Rome left his feet to deliver a 
hard shoulder check to Hor¬ 
ton’s upper chest and head. 
Horton appeared to be uncon¬ 
scious after he landed flat on 
his back, his arm reaching up 
into empty space in a tell-tale 
sign of a heavy concussion. 

“It was a blindside hit that 
we’ve talked about taking out 
of the game,” Bruins coach 
Claude Julien said. “That’s 
my view on it. Let the league 
take care of it. We’re trying 
to clean that part of the game 


out.” 

Medical personnel spent sev¬ 
eral minutes attending to Hor¬ 
ton, who scored the Bruins’ 
winning Game 7 goals in the 
first round against Montreal 
and again in the Eastern Con¬ 
ference finals against Tampa 
Bay. 

“I never want to see any play¬ 
er leave in that situation,” Vi¬ 
gneault said. “The hit seemed 
to be a little bit late. ... That 
was a head-on hit, player look¬ 
ing at his pass. It was a little 
bit late. I don’t think that’s the 
hit the league is trying to take 
out.” 

Rome got a five-minute major 
for interference and a game 
misconduct, with at least one 
fan throwing a towel at the 
Vancouver bench while Rome 
went to the dressing room. 

The Boston crowd rose and 
cheered several minutes later 
when a scoreboard message 
told them Horton could move 
his arms and legs when he was 
taken to Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

Boston fans already were up¬ 
set with the Canucks after 
two bad-tempered games in 
Vancouver, including Alex 
Burrows’ apparent bite on 
Patrice Bergeron’s finger dur¬ 
ing Game 1. The bite was still 
on the minds of both teams, 
with players from both teams 
taunting their opponents by 
pointing their index finger at 
another player’s mouth. □

How Sweet It Is!

Sugar, like honey, 
darling, or ‘Dushi” in our na¬ 
tive language Papiamento, are 
terms of endearment which 
come from that sweet tasting 
substance we often give our 
children or ourselves as a re¬ 
ward. Sweet! Or, is it? 
Everyone knows that sugar 
leads to tooth decay and obesi¬ 
ty. But, what is sugar? Studies 
show that when whole foods 
such as fruits are eaten, natu¬ 
rally occurring sugars are re¬ 
leased slowly during digestion 
into the blood stream and can 
be used by the body for ener¬ 
gy. However, when foods with 
“added” sugars such as soft 
drinks or candy are eaten, ab¬ 
sorption is rapid. This rapid ab¬ 
sorption causes the blood sugar 
level to quickly rise and then 
fall weakening the body’s natu¬ 
ral supply of nutrients leading 
to numerous health problems. 
Actually, there are three types 
of sugars. They include: syn¬ 
thetic, regular; and sugar- alco¬ 
hols. The different sugars are 
not created equal; in fact they 
behave quite differently in our 
bodies. We can evaluate the 
obesity causing or weight gain 
possibility of a food by check¬ 
ing the food’s Glycemic Index. 
The glycemic index or GI de¬ 
scribes this difference by rank¬ 
ing foods according to their ef¬ 
fect on our blood glucose lev¬ 
els. Carbohydrates that break 
down quickly during digestion 
and release glucose rapidly into 
the bloodstream have a high GI; 
carbohydrates that break down 
more slowly, releasing glucose 
more gradually into the blood¬ 
stream, have a low GI. Choos¬ 
ing low GI foods - the ones that 
produce only small fluctua¬ 
tions in our blood glucose and 
insulin levels - is the secret to 


long-term health reducing your 
risk of heart disease and diabe¬ 
tes and is the key to sustainable 
weight loss. 

Artificial sweeteners, also 
called sugar substitutes, are 
manmade chemicals found 
while trying to develop new 
insecticides. These chemicals 
are used instead of table sugar 
to sweeten foods and bever¬ 
ages. Every artificial sugar has 
been shown to produce cancer 
in laboratory animals! Aspar¬ 
tame has been linked to panic 
attacks, mood changes, visual 
hallucinations, manic episodes, 
and isolated dizziness. As if 
these facts are not enough, sac¬ 
charin can also cause anemia, 
or “tired blood”. 

There are more prob¬ 
lems for artificial sugars. Arti¬ 
ficial sweeteners like Splenda 
and Sweet’N Low have been 
popular for decades, as a way 
to enjoy sweet foods and bev¬ 
erages and not gain the weight 
associated with sugar. Howev¬ 
er, studies from Purdue Univer¬ 
sity shows that these artificial 
chemicals can actually make 
people eat more, contributing 
to the obesity epidemic. 

By the way, I rank 
high fructose corn syrup as an 
artificial sugar. In your body 
High Fructose Corn Syrup 
(HFCS) cannot be broken 
down and used for energy and, 
instead converts to fat. HFCS 
has a Glycemic Index (GI) of 
100. Ouch, 100 is the highest 
GI number possible. 

We informed, Clinical Nutri¬ 
tionists have known all along 
that natural sugar is not the 
enemy it once was thought for 
managing diabetes. Doctors 
used to feel that eating sugar 
would spike blood glucose 
levels too high and too fast. 
All natural sugars are carbohy¬ 


drates which are broken down 
and used for energy or metabo¬ 
lized at the same rate as any car¬ 
bohydrate. Natural sugar can 
be consumed as part of your to¬ 
tal carbohydrates for that day. 
Planning your total daily carbs 
and having a small portion of 
a favorite dessert made with a 
natural sugar is not necessar¬ 
ily a bad thing. Unfortunately, 
many foods that contain artifi¬ 
cial sweeteners end up having 
more calories and fat than they 
would have had when made 
with sugar. The Glycemic In¬ 
dex of real brown sugar is 70, 
white sugar is 68, maple syrup 
is 65 and honey is 55. 

The third type of sugars is 
sugar alcohols. These are nei¬ 
ther sugar nor alcohol. Small 
amounts are found naturally in 
fruits and vegetables. They can 
also be manufactured and in¬ 
clude: Lactitol, Maltitol, Man¬ 
nitol, Polyols, Sorbitol, Poly¬ 
dextrose Xylitol and several 
more. These alcohol-sugars are 
only partly absorbed by your 
body, increase blood glucose 
more slowly and have fewer 
calories than regular sugar. 

One of these, Xylitol, is eas¬ 
ily produced and has become 
widely available. I recommend 
Xylitol often to our patients. 
There’s more, Xylitol can be 
used the same way as white or 
brown sugar, tastes nearly the 
same, but is very low in calo¬ 
ries for those counting and the 
Glycemic Index for Xylitol is 
only 7! This puts xylitol in the 
same category as foods such 
as vegetables, beans, whole 
grains, and nuts. How sweet is 
that? 

With such a low Gly¬ 
cemic Index, xylitol is a natural 
for people with insulin resis¬ 
tance. Xylitol can help insulin 
carry blood sugar into your 



cells for conversion to energy. 
This means that xylitol can im¬ 
prove the effects of diabetes 
medication. Diabetics should 
remember to eat a meal when 
they take their medication. 

Discovered in the 
1890’s, xylitol underwent in¬ 
tensive studies in the 1960’s 
and 70’s. Xylitol is now used 
in Europe, the Soviet Union, 
the United States and Canada. 
In 1983, the World Health Or¬ 
ganization Expert Committee 
on Food Additives evaluated 
Xylitol as safe. 

The news gets even 
better. A recent study noted xy¬ 
litol significantly reduced the 
ability of bacteria to produce 
dental cavities. Many studies 
have proven xylitol’s useful¬ 
ness in promoting wound-heal¬ 
ing and interruption of bacte¬ 
rial colonies. Xylitol was even 
shown to help reduce antibiotic 
resistance and uncontrolled 
Staph, aureus infections. There 
have also been several studies 
looking at Xylitol’s effective¬ 
ness against Strep pneumonia, 
the major bacteria in both sinus 
and ear infections. Medical 
research on xylitol suggests a 
new approach for prevention 
and treatment of infection with¬ 
out the concern about antibiotic 
resistance and overuse or inap¬ 
propriate usage of medications.

Besides using 
Xyliol as a sweetener, products 
containing Xylitol like tooth¬ 
paste, mouthwash, even dental 
gum, are proving themselves to 
be very effective. 

Safety 
data on xylitol usage has been 
extensive. While much of the 
research has centered on xyli¬ 



tol’s dental benefits, studies 
have also included diabetes 
since Xylitol is metabolized in 
the human body independent¬ 
ly of insulin levels; wound;

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Airlines aim to take hassle out of security checks

SINGAPORE (AP) Eye 
scanners and futuristic securi¬ 
ty tunnels may be standard in 
airports soon as the airline in¬ 
dustry seeks to maintain safe¬ 
ty while reducing the hassles 
of boarding a plane that deter 
some people from flying. 

The International Air Trans¬ 
port Association unveiled a 
mock-up Tuesday in Singa¬ 
pore of what it dubbed the 
“Checkpoint of the Future,” 
where passengers separated 
by security risk would walk 
through one of three high- 
tech, 20-foot-long tunnels that 
can quickly scan shoes and 
carry-on luggage and check 
for liquids and explosives. 
“Passengers should be able 
to get from curb to board¬ 
ing gate with dignity,” IATA 
Director General Giovanni 
Bisignani said. “That means 
without stopping, stripping or 
unpacking, and certainly not 
groping.” 

Airlines are seeking ways to 
win back passengers put off 
by long and irritating airport 
security measures who have 


opted to travel instead by 
train, boat or car. IATA said 
Monday it expects the indus¬ 
try’s profit this year to plum¬ 
met to $4 billion from $ 18 bil¬ 
lion last year. 

U.S. Transportation Security 
Administration chief John 
Pistole said he thinks IATA’s 
security system, which it 
hopes to implement within 
five years, is a great idea. 

“It’s something that’s long 
overdue,” Pistole said at 
IATA’s annual conference. 
“We’re not at the checkpoint 
of the future yet but we’re 
working toward that. I think 
eventually we will see some¬ 
thing similar.” 

The TSA has been working 
for the last six months on de¬ 
veloping a system that could 
differentiate passengers by 
security risk to cut down on 
needless checks, Pistole said. 
“One size does not fit all,” 
Pistole said. 

The TSA will likely start a pi¬ 
lot program this year in some 
airports that allows frequent 
flyers or other travelers with 
clean records to receive mini¬ 
mal checks, he said. □ 


Japan online retailer 
Rakuten buys Brazil’s Ikeda

TOKYO (AP) — Rakuten 
Inc. said Tuesday it bought 
a majority stake in Brazilian 
e-commerce company Ikeda, 
adding to a growing list of 
overseas deals inked by the 
Japanese online retailer. 

The latest acquisition marks 
the Tokyo-based company’s 
entry into South America and 
a rapidly growing emerging 
market that is home to 40 per¬ 
cent of Latin America’s Inter¬ 
net users. 

Rakuten said in a statement 
it acquired a 75 percent stake 
in Ikeda, which provides ma¬ 
jor Brazilian retailers with 
e-commerce platforms. It did 
not disclose the investment 
amount. 

“Together, we will share our 
expertise, and create a unique 
and powerful approach for 
merchants to not only take 
advantage of the exciting 
ecommerce market in Brazil, 


but also to expand their reach 
worldwide,” Rakuten founder 
and chief executive Hiroshi 
Mikitani said. 

Rakuten is Japan’s biggest 
player in Internet retailing, 
but Mikitani has made it a 
priority to expand Rakuten’s 
business worldwide. Like oth¬ 
er Japanese companies, Ra¬ 
kuten faces an aging, shrink¬ 
ing population at home that is 
pushing corporate executives 
to seek growth abroad. 

It accelerated its global drive 
last year, buying U.S. online 
retailer Buy.com in May 2010 
and French Internet PriceMi- 
nister S.A. in June. Rakuten 
also formed joint ventures 
with Chinese search engine 
operator Baidu Inc. and PT 
Global Mediacom in Indone¬ 
sia. 

E-commerce in Brazil is pro¬ 
jected to grow 18 percent an¬ 
nually, with total sales hitting 
$22 billion by 2016, Rakuten 
said.Q

Sony Corp. took the wraps off 
its next generation portable

Company executives have 
called the device Sony’s big¬ 
gest product launch since the 
PlayStation 3 five years ago. 
The device will allow gamers 
to be connected with one an¬ 
other over cellphone networks 
and Wi-Fi hotspots, and use 
GPS location-tracking tech¬ 
nology. In the U.S., 

Sony is partnering exclusively 
with AT&T Inc. for cellphone 
service. 

The device, available for 
$249 for its Wi-Fi-only ver¬ 
sion, was unveiled Monday 
at the Electronic Entertain¬ 
ment Expo, the video game 
industry’s annual convention 
known as E3. 

A version that will also have 


cellphone service will retail 
for $299, and buyers will have 
to subscribe to a cellular data 
plan. 

The handheld has front and 
back cameras, a touchscreen 
in front, a touch pad on the 
back and two knob-like joy¬ 
sticks. It will enable gamers 
to play against people using 
PlayStation 3 consoles over 
the Internet-based PlayStation 
Network, a system that was 


recently restored after being 
shut down due to a massive 
hacking attack. 

Sony apologized again for the 
outage and said since the net¬ 
work was restored, activity is 
back to 90 percent of the pre¬ 
attack level. 

The hardware comes with an

United Kingdom considers tougher 
approach to foreign takeovers

HONG KONG (AP) — Ital¬ 
ian fashion house Prada SpA 
plans to raise up to $2.6 bil¬ 
lion in a listing on Hong 
Kong’s stock exchange, ac¬ 
cording to a person familiar 
with the deal, joining other 
foreign companies flocking to 
cash in on China’s rising for¬ 
tunes. Prada plans to sell some 
423.3 million shares in range 
of 36.50 to 48 Hong Kong 
dollars, according to the per¬ 
son, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they 
weren’t authorized to com¬ 
ment officially. If the shares 
are sold at the top of the in¬ 
dicative price range, Prada 
would raise HK$20.3 billion 
($2.6 billion). The price will 
be finalized on June 17 and 
the shares will start trading 
on June 24, the person said. 
The company was founded in 
1913 in Milan by Mario Prada 
and started out making leather 
bags, trunks and crystal but its 
modern designs have helped 
it become a symbol of high 
fashion. It now also owns the 
Miu Miu, Church’s and Car 
Shoes brands. The company is 
privately held, with President 
Miuccia Prada and Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Patrizio Ber- 
telli each owning 33.2 per¬ 
cent. Miuccia Prada’s brother 
Alberto Prada and sister Ma¬ 
rina Prada each own 14.2 per¬ 
cent. Their stakes are owned 
through a holding company. 
The remaining 5.1 percent is 
owned by Italian bank Intesa 
Sanpaolo. Prada is the latest 
in a string of companies going 
public in Hong Kong, attract¬ 
ed by the surging economy of 
its massive neighbor China 
that is minting millionaires 
and billionaires at a rapid clip. 
Hong Kong is a Chinese terri¬ 
tory but has its own currency 
and legal system. 

According to The Hurun Re¬ 
port, China’s version of the 
Forbes Rich List, the number 
of people worth at least 10 
million yuan ($1.5 million) 
grew by about 10 percent to 
960,000 people in 2011. 
China’s newly wealthy are 
spending their money on a 
wide range of luxury goods,

including designer clothing, 
flashy cars and expensive 
apartments.

LONDON (AP) — What do 
Britain’s major airports, most 
of its utilities, the top drug¬ 
store chain, one of its biggest 
brewers and the maker of the 
nation’s favorite chocolate 
bar have in common? All are 
owned by foreign companies. 
They have been snapped up 
in recent years in a rash of 
takeovers that is raising con¬ 
cerns about how much of this 
island nation has fallen to 
profit-seeking investors from 


abroad. While the United 
States and many European 
countries have strict regula¬ 
tions barring foreign control 
of many businesses, Britain 
has been largely content in the 
belief it has more to gain than 
lose from its relaxed takeover 
rules. But last year’s contro¬ 
versial $18.5 billion take¬ 
over by Kraft Foods Inc. of 
195-year-old Cadbury PLC, 
maker of the Dairy Milk bar, 
stirred up nationalist senti¬ 
ment and prompted the gov¬ 
ernment to consider a tighten¬ 
ing of the legislation. With its 
decision on a so-called Cad¬ 
bury Law due in just a few 
weeks, debate is raging about 
whether Britain should be¬ 
come more protectionist. On 
the one hand, unions argue 
that more foreign takeovers 
hurt Britons’ job prospects. 
On the other, businesses and 
legal experts say that putting 
up barriers to entry will block 
crucial investment and en¬ 
courage tit-for-tat practices. 
Britain has consistently at¬ 
tracted more foreign direct 
investment than any other Eu¬ 
ropean country. According to 
analytics firm Dealogic, for¬ 
eigners have spent more than 
$1 trillion on acquiring 5,400 
British companies in the past 
decade. The British, in return, 
have spent $750 billion on 
6,000 companies. That trend 
has ratcheted higher in recent 
years, with overseas buyers 
attracted by the weak British 
pound and the country’s com¬ 
paratively relaxed tax laws. 
Last year, foreign purchasers 
accounted for 54 percent of 
the 113 takeovers, compared 
with just 40 percent in 2009, 


according to London-based 
law firm Wedlake Bell. 
Among the foreign owners 
are Spanish infrastructure 
firm Ferro vial, which bought 
Heathrow Airport owner 
BAA in 2006 for 10.3 billion 
pounds, while French utility 
EDF acquired British Energy 
in 2008. Car manufacturer 
Jaguar Land Rover, mean¬ 
while, is on its third foreign 
owner, Tata Motors of India. 
Potential future targets in¬ 
clude banknote printer De La 
Rue, oil firm BP, food group 
United Biscuits, the London 
Stock Exchange, gas com¬ 
pany Centrica and software 
manufacturer Invensys. 

“It is an endorsement of the 
health of our public markets 
that so many overseas compa¬ 
nies are interested in investing 
in London-listed companies,” 
said Tim Bird, a partner at law 
firm Wedlake Bell. “How¬ 
ever, we should be concerned 
that British firms do not have 
the firepower to be the hunter 
rather than the hunted as it 
suggests that U.K. companies 
are still relatively weak com¬ 
ing out of the financial crisis 
and the recession.” Many are 
worried the country’s liberal 
takeover regime makes Brit¬ 
ain’s companies easy targets 
to predators from countries 
— mainly the United States, 
France, India and China — 
that do not allow anywhere 
near the same level of foreign 
access in return. 

In the U.S., poison pill de¬ 
fenses — corporate plans to 
discourage takeovers — are 
still legal and many states 
have laws preventing foreign 
takeovers. □ 


HSBC pays $63 million to settle Madoff lawsuit 


LONDON (AP) — HSBC 
Holdings PLC says it has 
agreed to pay $62.5 million 
to settle a lawsuit brought by 
a hedge fund that lost money 
from the Bernard Madoff 
fraud. The bank said Tues¬ 
day it would pay the money 
to investors in Thema Inter¬ 
national Fund PLC, an Ire- 
land-based fund that brought 
a class-action lawsuit in New 
York. 

At the time Thema, an Ire- 
land-based fund, funneled 


money to Madoff Securities, 
various HSBC units provided 
custodial and administrative 
services to the fund. 

The lawsuit alleges that the 
bank should have known 
about the fraud. 

The bank said the settlement, 
which is subject to U.S. court 
approval, did not amount to 
any admission of wrongdo¬ 
ing. It is thought to be the first 
settlement by a fund custodi¬ 
an related to the huge Ponzi 
scheme. □ 


Price-fixing lawsuit costs British Air $89.5M 


NEW YORK (AP) — Brit¬ 
ish Airways has agreed to 
pay $89.5 million to settle a 
class-action lawsuit alleging 
that it conspired with other 
airlines to fix prices for haul¬ 
ing cargo. 

The settlement covers actions 
between 2000 and 2006. It 
still needs approval by a fed¬ 
eral judge in New York. 

The law firm that led the 
cases says the settlement is 
the 11th from airlines around 
the world, for a total of al¬ 


most $434 million. The firm 
also says Lan Airlines SA, 
Lan Cargo, and Aerolinhas 
Brasileiras SA have agreed 
to pay $66 million to settle. 
The allegations also resulted 
in a massive criminal inves¬ 
tigation. So far, 21 airlines 
including British Airways 
have agreed to pay fines to¬ 
taling more than $1.7 billion. 
Nineteen executives have 
been charged with wrongdo¬ 
ing, and four have gone to 
prison. □ 
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Bemanke: Economy slowing but faster growth ahead

WASHINGTON (AP) Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Chairman Ben Ber- 
nanke noted Tuesday that the 
U.S. job market and the econ¬ 
omy have weakened in recent 
weeks. But he said that’s mainly 
because of higher gas prices and 
the Japan crises — factors that 
should ease in coming months— 
and predicted growth would 
strengthen later this year. 
Bernanke made no mention of 
any new steps the Fed might 
take to boost the economy. The 
Fed’s $600 billion Treasury 
bond-buying program is ending 
this month. The program was in¬ 
tended to keep interest rates low 


to strengthen the economy. But 
critics said it raised the risk of 
high inflation. 

The Fed chairman said the 
economy still needs the benefit 
of low interest rates. The Fed is 
scheduled to meet in two weeks 
and is widely expected to keep 
those rates at record lows. 

Stocks fell after Bemanke began 
speaking. The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average erased gains made 
earlier in the day and close down 
for the fifth straight day, as did 
broader indexes. 

Bemanke noted the May jobs 
report released last week was 
disappointing. It showed the un¬ 
employment rate rose to 9.1 per¬ 
cent and the economy added just 


54,000 jobs, the fewest in eight 
months. But he said he expected 
job creation and overall eco¬ 
nomic growth would rebound in 
coming months. 

“Overall, the economic recov¬ 
ery appears to be continuing 
at a moderate pace, albeit at a 
rate that is both uneven across 
sectors and fmstratingly slow 
from the perspective of millions 
of unemployed and underem¬ 
ployed workers,” Bernanke said 
in his remarks to an international 
banking conference in Atlanta. 
Bemanke said the central bank 
would not consider the recovery 
to be well established “until we 
see a sustained period of stron¬ 
ger job creation.”

U.S. businesses advertised few¬ 
er jobs in April than the previ¬ 
ous month, a sign that hiring 
could slow further in the coming 
months. Employers posted 3 mil¬ 
lion job openings, down from 
3.1 million from March, the La¬ 
bor Department said Tuesday. 
Job openings have been stuck at 
about 3 million for three months. 
Job growth slowed sharply in 
May, according to the monthly 
employment report released Fri¬ 
day. Employers added a net total 
of only 54,000 positions, down 
from an average of 220,000 per 


month in each of the previous 
three months. The unemployment 
rate rose to 9.1 percent from 9 per¬ 
cent. That report raised concerns 
among many analysts that with¬ 
out more jobs, the economy will 
remain anemic for much of this 
year. Openings fell across most 
sectors in the economy. There 
were fewer positions advertised 
in education and health care, at 
hotels and restaurants, and with 
professional and business servic¬ 
es — accountants, engineers and 
legal services. Job openings rose 
in retail and construction. 
Tuesday’s report, known as the 
Job Openings and Labor Turn¬ 
over survey, or JOLTS, suggests 
that the pace of hiring won’t pick 


MACAU (AP) — Asia will 
boast the world’s two biggest 
casino markets as early as this 
year, with Singapore set to 
take the No. 2 spot from Las 
Vegas, a U.S. gambling indus¬ 
try group said Tuesday.

Bill Murray visits FDR’s home for film role

Surfing Madonna mosaic draws following in US

ENCINITAS, California 
(AP) — The surfing Madon¬ 
na appeared just before Easter 
weekend and has been stir¬ 
ring a soulful debate in this 


Southern California beach 
town ever since. 

The striking mosaic of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe riding 
a wave was affixed to a wall 
under a train bridge by art¬ 
ists disguised as construction 
workers in April. It techni¬ 
cally is graffiti that should be 
removed under the law. 

But the surfing Madonna’s 
beauty is drawing a follow¬ 
ing, and even city officials 
who say she must go ac¬ 
knowledge they too have been 
taken by her. They have spent 
thousands to hire an art con¬ 
servation agency to find the 
best way to remove her with¬ 
out causing damage. 

The 10-by- 10-foot (3-by-3- 
meter) rock and glass mosaic 
poses an interesting dilemma 
over whether a city should 
spend lots of money to get rid 
of artwork that is illegal but 
well done and actually beauti¬ 
fies a place. 

Deciding what is graffiti is a 
growing debate worldwide 


with guerrilla artists gain¬ 
ing respect in established art 
circles. A number of museums 
have brought the street art in¬ 
doors for prestigious exhibits 
in recent years, while pieces 
of illegal art snatched up by 


dealers have been fetching 
hefty sums. 

A Los Angeles show billed 
as the first major museum ex¬ 
hibit of street art at the Mu¬ 
seum of Contemporary Art in 
Little Tokyo sparked a similar 
debate last month when un¬ 
authorized etchings started 
showing up on buildings in 


the neighborhood. The exhibit 
included Chaz Bojorquez’s 
stark, black-and-white “Se- 
nor Suerte” drawings, once a 
fixture on the concrete-lined 
waterways of Los Angeles, 
and the colorful “Howard the 
Duck” murals that Lee Qui¬ 
nones covered New York City 
with in the 1970s. 

Support for the wave-riding 
Virgin has only flourished amid 
the controversy. She is now on 
Twitter and Facebook, plead¬ 
ing for help: “I’m the Surfing 
Madonna. Cherished public 
mosaic. Hangin’ in Encinitas. 
Hoping to become famous 
enough to be saved.” 

Jack Quick, a local art dealer, 
saw the men in hard hats put up 
the mosaic in daylight just days 
before Easter. He estimates it 
cost $1,000 in materials and 
more than 100 hours to build it. 
The city does not know which 
artist or artists did the work. 
No one has stepped forward. 
Inside a piercing blue wave, 
Our Lady of Guadalupe bal¬ 
ances on a white surf board 
decorated with the angelic face 
of Juan Diego, the indigenous 
boy who is said to have seen 
the Virgin on a Mexican hill¬ 
side in 15310

2003 - Eleven Pakistani police 
trainees are killed and nine 
others injured by unidentified 
gunmen on motorcycles in 
Quetta, the capital of Baluch¬ 
istan Province. The attack is 
believed to be linked to sectar¬ 
ian violence since many of the 
victims were Hazaras, a Shiite 
Muslim minority, which is at 
odds with the majority Sunnis. 

2004 - France and Germany, 
the sharpest critics of the Iraq 
war, back a revised U.N. reso¬ 
lution laying out the powers 
of Iraq’s new government—an 
important step toward gaining 
the approval of the U.N. Secu¬ 
rity Council. 

2005 - Ethiopian police open 
fire on stone-throwing protest¬ 
ers in the center of the capital, 
killing 22 people and wound¬ 
ing hundreds as unrest mounts 
over the ruling party’s claim 
of victory in recent elections. 

2006 - Abu Musab al-Zarqa- 
wi, the leader of al-Qaida in 
Iraq who carried out some of 
the bloodiest suicide attacks 
in Iraq and led a campaign of 
kidnappings and hostage be¬ 
headings, is killed in a U.S.

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Were ancient human migrations two-way streets?

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The worldwide spread 
of ancient humans has 
long been depicted as 
flowing out of Africa, but 
tantalizing new evidence 
suggests it may have 
been a two-way street. 

A long-studied archaeo¬ 
logical site in a moun¬ 
tainous region between 
Europe and Asia was oc¬ 
cupied by early humans 
as long as 1.85 million 
years ago, much earlier 
than the previous esti¬ 
mate of 1.7 million years 
ago, researchers report in 
Tuesday’s edition of Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 


Early human Homo erec- 
tus is known to have oc¬ 
cupied the site at Dma¬ 
nisi later. Discovering 
stone tools and materials 
from a much earlier date 
raises the possibility that 
Homo erectus evolved in 
Eurasia and might have 
migrated back to Africa, 
the researchers said — 
though much study is 
needed to confirm that 
idea. 

“The accumulating evi¬ 
dence from Eurasia is 
demonstrating increas¬ 
ingly old and primitive 
populations,” said Reid 
Ferring of the University 
of North Texas. Dmanisi 
is located in the Republic 
of Georgia. 

“The recently discovered 


data show that Dmanisi 
was occupied at the same 
time as, if not before, the 
first appearance of Homo 
erectus in east Africa,” 
the team led by Ferring 
and David Lordkipanidze 
of the Georgia National 
Museum reported. They 
uncovered more than 100 
stone artifacts in deep 
layers at the site. Previ¬ 
ously, fossil bones from 
a later period had been 
found at the site. 

The new discovery 
shows that the Caucasus 
region was inhabited by 
a sustained population, 
not just transitory colo¬ 
nists. “We do not know 
as yet what the first occu¬ 
pants looked like, but the 
implication is that they

Dmanisi’s fossils,” Fer¬ 
ring explained. 

The occupants of Dma¬ 
nisi “are the first repre¬ 
sentatives of our own 
genus outside Africa, and 
they represent the most 
primitive population of 
the species Homo erectus 
known to date,” added 
Lordkipanidze. 

The geographic origins 
of H. erectus are still un¬ 
known. 

The early humans at 
Dmanisi “might be an¬ 
cestral to all later H. erec¬ 
tus populations, which 
would suggest a Eur¬ 
asian origin of H. erec¬ 
tus,” said Lordkipanidze. 
However, there’s another 
theory as well: H. erectus 
originated in Africa, and 
the Dmanisi group might 
represent its first migra¬ 
tion out of Africa. 

Wil Roebroeks, a pro¬ 
fessor of archaeology 
at Leiden University in 
the Netherlands, said the 
new findings suggest a 
sustained regional popu¬ 
lation which had suc¬ 
cessfully adapted to the 
temperate environment 
of the southern Caucasus 
at about 1.8 million years 
ago. 

He called it “an impor¬ 
tant observation for our 
views on the earliest col¬ 
onization of Eurasia.” 
Roebroeks had suggested 
in a 2005 paper that Asia 
might have been a core 
area where Homo erectus 
emerged, evolving from 
an earlier, thus far un¬ 
known, pre-human. 

But he stressed that is a 
hypothesis which will be 
tested in future studies. 
“Possible does not equate 
with observable, but the 
Dmanisi evidence has 
forced us to have a good 
fresh look at some of our 
basic assumptions,” said 
Roebroeks.□

SANTIAGO DE CHILE 
(AP) — La erupcion del vol¬ 
can Cordon Caulle provoco 
una concentracion de gases, 
incluido azufre, que por ahora 
no representa un peligro para 
la poblacion de decenas de 
localidades afectadas por las 
cenizas arrojadas por el ma- 
cizo andino, que incluso al- 
canzo la Patagonia argentina. 
El volcan entro en erupcion 
el sabado y su fiimarola de 
10 kilometros de alto y seis 
kilometros de diametro afecto 
primero ciudades argentinas, 
incluso la turistica Bariloche, 
pero un cambio en el viento, 
devolvio la nube hacia suelo 
chileno. 

El Cordon Caulle se ubica 
unos 1.000 kilometros al sur 
de Santiago y a cuatro kilo¬ 
metros al norte del volcan 
Puyehue, en la region de Los 
Lagos. Su ultima gran erup¬ 
cion se registro en 1960, poco 
despues de un terremoto de 
magnitud 9,5, la mas alta reg- 
istrada historicamente a nivel 
mundial. 

El gobemador de la region 
de Los Rios, Juan Andres 
Varas, dijo que al atardecer 
una nube de gas venenoso y 
mortal avanzo hacia el valle 
Rininahue, cuya poblacion 
mayoritariamente fue evac- 
uada el domingo y el lunes. 
Frente a la nube “no tenemos 
ninguna defensa, no sirve cor- 
rer, no sirve refiigiarse en las 
casas”, anadio. Afirrno que 
se trata de “un gas venenoso 


mezclado con cenizas y con 
humo que, directamente, mata 
todo”. 

Enrique Valdivieso, direc¬ 
tor nacional del Servicio 
Nacional de Geologia y 
Mined a (S ernageomm), 

morigero las palabras de la 
autoridad regional y explico 
a la AP que, “lo que se ha in- 
formado es que hay concen¬ 
tracion de gases y uno de ellos 
es con azufre, pero no deberia 
ser una preocupacion ni (cau- 
sar) alarma publica”. 

“En la parte superior del vol¬ 
can hay una concentracion de 
gases, como en cualquier pro- 
ceso eruptivo, pero no deberia 
constituir un peligro para la 
poblacion”, agrego. 

Mas temprano el subsecre- 
tario del Interior, Rodrigo 
Ubilla, dijo que en la zona de 
Rininahue, “hay una masa de 
gas que podria tener efectos 
en la salud de las personas, 
por lo que estamos desde ayer 
evacuando la parte alta cordil- 
lerana. Se saco a 450 personas 
y se estima que en otros secto- 
res no quedan mas que 20 ha¬ 
bitantes que no quieren dejar 
el lugar”. 

La agricultora Lorena Rios, 
citada por el vespertino La 
Segunda, dijo que en la zona 
de Rininahue se siente un 
fuerte olor a quemado y el 
aire esta mas denso “Nos da- 
mos cuenta del cambio. Estar 
con la ceniza arriba nuestro es 
muy inquietante y peligroso”. 
Michael Dobbs, geologo de 


la Universidad de Santiago, 
explico a la AP que en los 
crateres de los volcanes se pu- 
ede acumular dioxido de azu¬ 
fre, “y eso hace acido sulfuri- 
co y algunos otros compues- 
tos que son letales”. 

Explico que en los noventa, 
en Camerun, Africa, murieron 
unas 2.000 personas cuando 
una nube de gas bajo como 
avalancha desde un volcan. 
Ademas de los gases y las 
cenizas, las autoridades estan 
preocupadas por la posible 
contaminacion de las aguas 
y las probables avalanchas 
por causa de acumulacion de 
desechos volcanicos en los 
rios, especialmente en el lado 
norte del macizo. 


Vicente Nunez, director 
de la Oflcina Nacional de 
Emergencia del Ministerio 
del Interior (Onemi) dijo que 
la prioridad del lunes era “un 
nuevo llamado a la poblacion 
para que deje sus casas. Esta 
todo preparado en materia de 
albergues y medios de trasla- 
do inmediato para salir de la 
zona”. 

Las autoridades tambien or- 
denaron evacuar completo el 
valle alto del rio Gol Gol, ante 
la acumulacion de material ar- 
rojado por el volcan que puede 
provocar avalanchas en el area 
de Puyehue, 1.000 kilometros 
al sur de Santiago. 

La Direccion meteorologica 
pronostico fuertes vientos y 
lluvias en la zona del volcan, 
lo que incrementa el riesgo de 
avalanchas. 

Valdivieso explico a la AP que 


el peligro de avalanchas se 
produce porque “el material 
particulado que cae en los rios 
se estanca, forman compuer- 
tas aumentan el caudal y que 
de abrirse, pueden provocar 
aluviones”. 

Los evacuados superan las 
4.000 personas repartidas en 
diversos albergues instalados 
en escuelas. Las autoridades 
regionales estan yendo de lo- 
calidad en localidad para con- 
veneer a sus habitantes que se 
trasladen a refugios. 

En Argentina, la 

Administracion Nacional de 
Aviacion Civil de Argentina 
informo el domingo que la 
nube de cenizas habia obliga- 
do al cierre de los aeropuertos 
de Bahia Blanca — al sur de la 
provincia de Buenos Aires— 
y San Carlos de Bariloche y 
Trelew, al sur del pais.Q 


Correa y Chavez se reunen para fortalecer 

relacion bilateral 


QUITO (AP) — Los presidentes de Ecuador, 
Rafael Correa, y de Venezuela, Hugo Chavez, 
coincidieron el martes en profundizar la inte- 
gracion binacional con rapidez y avanzar hacia 
la unidad de America del Sur y luego hacia “la 
unidad de toda America Latina”. 

Ambos mandatarios se reunieron en el balnea- 
rio de Salinas, 350 kilometros al suroeste de la 
capital, para pasar revista a los convenios bina- 
cionales relacionados con temas comerciales, 
financieros, de seguridad y defensa y de coop- 
eracion energetica, en el marco de su noveno 
encuentro presidencial. A mitad de la jomada, 
Correa expreso que “no tenemos derecho a 
fracasar, a perder el tiempo, nuestro pueblos 
han perdido ya demasiado tiempo ... sigamos 
sin perder un segundo con la mayor eficacia, 
no solo tenemos que ir rapido, sino recuperar 
el tiempo perdido”. Anadio que es impor- 
tante “seguir construyendo la unidad no solo 


venezolana-ecuatoriana, sino la unidad de toda 
nuestra America del Sur y ojala un dia ... la uni¬ 
dad de toda America Latina”.Chavez, destaco 
que la relacion entre ambos paises “es un mo¬ 
tor orientador, impulsor de esa nuestra unidad 
suramericana, de nuestra Alianza Bolivariana 
... de este empeno de seguir impulsando el ob- 
jetivo de lograr en esta parte del mundo, una 
zona de paz, una zona de democracia”. 

Critico al imperialismo hegemonico porque 
“sigue bombardeando pueblos como el de 
Libia ... delante de un mundo mayormente si- 
lencioso ... lo que quieren es el petroleo y las 
riquezas de Libia, por supuesto, lo sabemos”. 
El ministro de Defensa de Ecuador, Javier 
Ponce, previo al encuentro senalo que en¬ 
tre ambas naciones hay cinco acuerdos de 
cooperacion militar en el marco de los cuales 
Venezuela dara capacitacion a militares ecuato- 
rianos para el manejo de radares.Q
